THIS  INCREASE  IN  NOTIFICATIONS  WAS  LARGELY  DUE  TO  AN  EPIDEMIC 
OF  MEASLES.  |N  1944,  THERE  WERE  ONLY  14  CASES  OF  MEASLES  AS 
COMPARED  WITH  455  CASES  IN  1945*  MEASLES  EPIDEMICS  TEND  TO  RECUR 
EVERY  TWO  OR  THREE  YEARS  WITH  THE  NEW  ARRIVAL  OF  SUSCEPTIBLE 
CHILDREN.  This  DISEASE  IS  SO  UNIVERSAL  IN  THE  COUNTRY  THAT  FEW 
CHILDREN  ESCAPE  IT.  PROBABLY  FROM  80  TO  90%  OF  ALL  PERSONS 
ATTAINING  THE  TWENTIETH  YEAR  HAVE  HAD  AN  ATTACK,  AND  EXPERIENCE 
PROVES  THAT  SOME  OF  THOSE  WHO  DO  NOT  SUFFER  FROM  THE  DISEASE  IN 
CHILDHOOD  SUBSEQUENTLY  CONTRACT  IT  FROM  THEIR  OWN  CHILDREN. 

Of  the  455  cases  occurring  in  this  District  last  year, 

NONE  OF  THEM  PROVED  FATAL.  MiANY  PEOPLE  ARE  INCLINED  TO  LOOK  UPON 
MEASLES  AS  TRIVIAL  AND  OF  LITTLE  MOMENT,  BUT  ASA  MATTER  OF  FACT, 
THE  CASE  MORTALITY  IS  HIGH  AMONG  CHILDREN  UNDER  THREE  YEARS  OF 

age.  Consequently  every e ffort  s hould  be  made  to  prevent  such 

YOUNG  C H I  LDREN  CONTRACTING  THE  D  I  SEA SE . 

Scarlet  Fever  has  also  been  somewhat  more  prevalent,  on 

THE  OTHER  HAND  THERE  WERE  ONLY  THREE  CASES  OF  DIPHTHERIA,  THE 
LOWEST  FIGURE  ON  RECORD.  NONE  OF  THESE  PATIENTS  HAD  BEEN  TREATED 
WITH  PROTECTIVE  SERUM.  UNFORTUNATELY  TWO  OF  THE  PATIENTS  DIED, 

ONE  WAS  AN  INFANT  AND  THE  OTHER  AN  ADULT. 

Under  our  Immunisation  Scheme  every  remote  hamlet  and 

VILLAGE  HAS  BEEN  VISITED  DURING  THE  YEAR  AND  FACILITIES  OFFERED 
TO  THE  RESIDENTS  TO  TAKE  ADVANTAGE  OF  THE  PROTECTIVE  TREATMENT. 

The  Wollaston  Ambulance  as  a  Mobile  Unit  again  proved  to  be 

VERY  HELPFUL. 

About  a  week  before  visiting  a  village,  Posters  are 

DISPLAYED  ON  THE  PARISH  NOTICE  BOARDS,  AT  THE  POST  OFFICES, 

AND  ON  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS,  STATING  THE  PLACE,  DATE  AND  TIME 
THAT  THE  CLINIC  IS  TO  BE  HELD.  JUST  PRIOR  TO  THIS  VISIT,  A 
LETTER  IS  SENT  TO  THE  PARENTS  OF  EVERY  CHILD  UNDER  FIVE  WHO 
REQUIRES  TO  EE  IMMUNISED,  URGING  THEM  TO  TAKE  ADVANTAGE  OF  THE

AGE  OF  5.
